Chairman Pittman (D-Nev), of tho 
foreign relations committee, had 
said in a statement thai it was Iho

to frighten foreigners out of China. 
Senator Ronalds (D-SC) opened 


the floor discussion with a state- 
ment thai ho was nol surprised by 
tho Panay bombing. He demand- 
ed tho withdrawal of American 
ships from Oriental waters, 


"There ought to bo a statement," 


Barkley replied, "that for 100 years 
these gunboats have boon pormll- 
ted by the Chinese lo remain in 
Chinese rivers nol only for the pro- 
tection of nations, but for thu sup- 
pression of piracy."

WASHINGTON,

The supreme court ruled today the 
treasury does not have to contin- 
ue to pay Interest on gold bonds it 
called for redemption In advance 
of the'maturity date. 


Justice Cardozo wrote the major- 


ity decision which was read In his 
absence, on account of Illness, by 
Chief Justice Hughes. 


The decision was on litigation 


Involving Robert A. Taft of Cin- 
cinnati, son of the late President 
and Chief Justice William Howard 
Taft; tho estate of James J. Ran- 
som of Dea Molnos, and Arthur 
Machon of Baltimore. 


Justice MoReynolds, joined by 
Justice Butler and Sutherland, din- 
dented to the decision in Iho Ma- 
ehen case. 
They said lhal It 
"gives effect to an act 
of 
bad 


faith and upholds patent repudia- 
tion." 


Later McReynolds said, In re- 


sponse to Inquiries, that the dis- 
sent also applied to the other two 
gold cases.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 13.—(^)— 
The supreme court ordered dis- 
missal today of litigation involving 
constitutionality of sit-down strikes.

ONE NEW PARTICLE OF MATTER; 


BEUEVE STILL ANOTHER EXISTS

The proton Is one of the fun- 


damental building blocks of all 
mntter In the universe and car- 
ries a positive electrical charge. 
Other known pa.tides, such as 
eliH irons, are bound up electrical- 
ly to make up atoms. Tho atoms 
combine to form moleculei 
and 


the molecules are arranged 
Into 


rious forms to make human tis- 


ants. If has been labeled tenta- 
tively the "x-partlcle" since It may 
turn out to be Identical with the 
one discovered by Dr. Mllllkm. 


There was, however, evidence 


that this may be another new par- 
ticle, the neutrino, which has no 
electrical charge. Such a conclu- 
sian was Indicated In the trans- 
mutation of the element lithium 
by bombarding It with deuterons. 


This transmutation 
apparently 


contradicted 
the 
old theory of 


physicists that matter and ener- 
gy are 
Indestructible because a 
loss occurred.

VERY IMPORTANT IN 


GRAZING CONTROL 


AUSTIN, Dec. 10.—<;P>—R a y 
Watson, regional range examiner 
for the soil conservation 
service, 


says the 
importance of 
proper 


salting as a means of grazing 
control cannot be overestimated. 


For uniform utilization of range 


forage, especially where parts of 
the range are a half mile or 
more from the stock's water sup- 
ply, he advocates salt boxes that 
may be moved readily. 


"Livestock 
will 
travel 
as 
far 


to reach salt as It will for water," 
ho nays. 


"Since salt is a daily require- 


ment, by proper placing it can 
be used as a lure to remote parts 
of the range." 


Salt boxes should be construct- 


ed 
to 
two-inch material, , about 


two feef wide and three feet long, 
and six or eight inches deep. The 
box should be fastened on poles 
four or five feet long to serve as 
sJcids. A ci-osspiece on the ends 
of the skids will provide a means 
of pulling the box with tugs or 
a lariat rope for short moves or 
the box may be loaded on a 
wagon or truck if a longer move 
is needed.

in smaller pastures, Watson says.
